THE WUCHANG 
REVOLUTION. 


Exouim news bas now arrived 
from Wuchang to give a fairly 
clear view of the situation; and 
with all allowance for possible ex- 
aggeration there would seem no 
question that the revolution has 
attained the most serious dimen- 
ns. To take first the facts about 
which there is no dispute. Wu- 
chang is absolutely in the rebels’ 
ii ite of such small re- 
jdenced by the firing 
still heard yesterday, as 
has been maintained by the few 
Joyal troops ; and to all intents and 
parposes the handfal of Chinese 
gunboats and an insignificant nam- 
berof troops areall on whieh Viceroy 
Joi Cheng can for the moment 
rely. Later telegrams, much d 
puted as will be seen elsewhere, 
but now apparently beyond question, 
state that the rebels have crossed the 
‘and gained possession of Han- 
yang and that they have entered 
Hankow, evidently with the inten- 
tion of cutting the railway, in order 
to prevent troops arriving from the 
north. From the outset the rebel 
leaders have been at the utmost 
pains to show that the movement 
anti-dynastic and not anti-foreiga. 
Punishment of death is threatened 
to anyone doing injary to foreign 
life or property. Still, the Govern- 
ment should be able to count upon 
the strict neutrality of the foreign 
concessions, whatever that may be 
worth in view of the organization 
which the rebels appear to possess. 
With the revolutionary forces prac- 
tically supreme in the strategic 
centre of the Yangtze Vally, and 
the loyalty of the troops at all times 
a doubtful quantity, the balance of 
odds is at present heavily against 
the Manchns. One small point has 
yet to be satisfactorily explained, 
namely, whether the three men 
whose beheadal precipitated the 
outbreak were revolutionaries or 
soldiers. If the latter, we may as- 
mume that the trouble began in an 
ordinary mutiny and that the revo- 
Intionaries took advantage of the 
cecasion, more or less as an after- 
thought. But if the executed men 
were revolutionaries, then the in- 
ference is that their comrades, at a 
toment’s notice and as a desperate 
alternative to the complete failure 


























of their plans in face of the Vice- 
roy’s discovery, called the soldiers 
to their aid, and did not call in vain. 
‘The point isa small one, as we have 
said. But an ‘explanation would 
throw valuable light upon the extent 
of the revolationary organization. 
Revolutionaries is a big word to 
use. For several years it has been 
the bugbear of officials, and the 
Isast considerable rice riot bas sel- 
dom failed to enjoy the doubtful 
dignity of having revolutionary 
propaganda attributed to it. Bat 
in the Wuchang mutiny, revolt or 
whatever name may be attributed 
to it, we are confronted with some- 
thing unquestionably new and men- 
acing. We know that disaffection 
is rife throughout the Yangtze 
Valley. Misgovernment and over- 
taxation have been borne witness 
to again and again in our colamns. 
To these must now be added the 
wide-spread destitution wrought by 
floods, the heart-rending prospects 
for the winter, and Pekiny’s com- 
plete indifference to the practical 
needs of the case, which is not in 
the least palliated by the paltry 
grant of two or three hundred 
thousand taels from the Imperial 
purse and the Treasury. ‘The soil 
is indeed well prepared for the seed 
of seditious doctrine, and the most 
careful observers in China have not 
unreasonably been living for several 
months in apprehension of the first 
spark tbat should sct the Valley 
. Ia point of fact the plot 
which Viceroy Jui Cheng, by no 
means the man to take an alarmist 
view of things, uncarthed, was aim- 
ed at nothing less ; and the chances 
of the revolt spreading to other 
centres are already being canvassed. 
Hunan has onl, partially been hit 
by the floods. Outside the northern 
counties the harvest is described as 
yood and the people were recently 
reported to be content. But the 
Hananese, like the Cantonese, have 
their own ideals of nationality 
which include small love for the 
Manchus. (Coming farther down 
the river, wo bave Anking, a 
notorious hotbed of sedition and 
now crowded, like Nanking, with 
famine refugees. Both these towns 
‘are at present reported quiet, but! 
the danger that the revolutionaries 
will try to excite a rising in them 
has assuredly to be faced. Mean- 
while the embers of revolt are still 
smouldering in Szechuan. Thus 
in five provinces the rebels would 
have at least a fair prospect of 
winning the populace to their side. 
What stamp of men they are 
that have raised the Rag of 
bellion we have. for all the yea 

















in 
which their name has been a by- 
word, but little practical know- 


ledge. We may believe that they 
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bave good friends in the Straits 
Settlement, possibly also in Japan. 
But it is difficult to believe that 
they can have amassed enough 
munitions of war to make headway 
permanently agaivst the Imperial 
Government, even if the latter 
count upon no more than fifty per 
cent. of its modern-drilled troops. 
Backward the means of com- 
munication still are in Ckina, the 
situation is utterly different from 
what it was when the Taipings 
made their devastating march, or 
even from the days of the Boxers. 
Tn the long run the odds are enor- 
mously in favour of constituted 
authority, as the Royalist rising in 
Portugal has lately proved. More- 
over, the revolutionaries would 
seem to stand along. It is doubt- 
fal whether they could even gain 
countenance from the Provincial 
Assemblies ; and in tho interest of 
the latter, as of that ‘ revolution 
by due course of law" to which 
Dr. Ku Hung-ming rightly aspires, 
it is to be hoped that the Assom- 
blies will not violate the constitu- 
tional order of things for which 
they are themselves such sticklors. 
Even with the Hanyang Arsenal 
in their hands, it is none the less 
a weak point in the revolutionaries’ 
position that their demonstrations 
come piecemeal. Had it been pos- 
sible for thom to hold their fire 
antil they were able to burst forth 
simultaneously at four or five great 
centres the effect would have been 
incalculable. This design was frus- 
trated by the vigilaace of Viceroy 
Jui Cheng, and the Government hes 
‘at least a chance of dealing with the 
rebels in detail. That the revolu- 
tionary organization has im- 
mensely improved since the assassi- 
nation in Jaly, 1907, of En Min, 
Governor of Anbui, is evident from 
the events of the past four days. 
But we have yet to see what forces 
can be arrayed against it.

ITALY AND TURKEY. 


THE BOMBARDMENT OF 
TRIPOLI, 
London, Uct. 6. 
The bombardment of Tripoli has 
becn a very one-sided affair, every 
bot from the insignificant ‘Tarkish 
guns falling far short of the Ttalion 
vessels. 
‘A force of marines and blue- 
jackets will probably form the first 
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landing force in order to clear out 
local resistance. 

Dozens of newspaper correspon- 
dents are cooped up in Malta and 
Tunis, seeing nothing and refueed 
permission to proceed to Tripoli. 

CONDITION OF THE TOWN. 

‘Telegrams from Rome state that 
Vice-Admiral Faravelli reports that 
Italian cruisers have entered the 
harbour of Tripoli. Two officers 
landed and found the outer batteries 
dismantled and evacuated and some 
dead bodies on the quays. 

The batteries of the inner forti- 
fications have hitherto been spared, 
but the bombardment will be con- 
tinued unless Tripoli capitalates. 

PROTESTS AT PORT SalD. 

Telegrams from Port Said state 
that the Italian Consul bas protest- 
ed to the Governor of the Snez 
Canal against the permanence in 
harbour of the Torkish transport 
Kaiseri, which has been there since 
September 30, as constituting a 
breach of the’ neutrality of the 
Canal.

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THE PERFECT 
HOUSEKEEPER.

Iw all periods of stress there 
comes a point at which the endar- 
‘ance of the human faculty gives 
way and it demands » change of 
mental diet. Thus while the world 
waits with ever growing impati- 
ence upon the slow moving of 
events in Italy and Turkey, in 
France and Germany, it is a relief 
to tarn for a while to the picture 
of the perfect housekeeper us set 
forth in the latest brochure of that 
admirable institution, the Bureau 
of Education of the Philippines, 
‘entitled “ Housekeeping and House- 
hold Arts, » manual for work with 
the girls in the Elementary Schools 
of the Philippine Islands". by M. 
Alice M. Faller. “The need of 
some definite guide for the teaching. 
of so-called domestic science has 
been felt ever since the subject 
began to be taught generally 
throughout the Islands”, says the 
foreword. Possibly the Philippines 
are not alone in that necessity. 
Many schools of housekeeping and 
cookery have been inaugurated in 
many lands: Yet to judge by the 
average merit or rather demerit of 
domestic cookery, there is some- 
thing wrong either with the system 
or with the pupils. In both respects 
the Philippines would seem to have 
the advantage. The pupils are more 
ander the thumb of state authority 
than in at least some countries of 
the more independent West ; and 
there can certainly he no denying 
thet Mrs. Fuller's manual is ad- 
mirably designed to cover every 
branch of knowledge necessary for 
the hygienic home. Even in nursory 
days the infant idea ix to be mould- 
ed to the serious business of life 
the play instinct of the doll’s house 
is made the foundation of the 
eventual polished corners of the 
domestic temple. ‘Explain why 
the baby doll’s clothes must not be 
starched stiff,” says the monitress, 
“why one little garment is not 
enough for a child in the cool 
season ; why we wear clothes etc ”. 
By auch gradual steps is the female 
Filipino mind prepared for the great 
traths of hygiene, clothes making, 
care of the sick and congenial 
cooking for the healthy. 

For some reason neither very 
easily to be explained nor condoned, 
cookery schools bave ever been 
regarded as a legitimate target for 
mirth ranking almost equally with 
those time-honoared jokes of the 
music-hall which centre upon 
mothers-in-law, lodgers, policemen 
and kippers.. Thas when we read 
that “in order to keop the family 
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interested in the school work, thi 
food prepared should sometimes be 
taken home,” it is difficult to repress 
a smile at the thought of the nature, 
of the interest that might be 
awakened. And the mind harks 
back to the same idea when this’ 
farther injanction is reached a fow 
pages farther on: “ Petroleum, 
although an excellent disinfectant, 
is not a good medicine; it should 
not be used as a family remedy and 
general cure-all.” Here, however, 
we may also be reminded of Mark 
‘Twain's celebrated dictum, delivered 
through that agricultural paper 
which for a brief he once 
edited: ‘Tarnips should not be 
It is better to send up a

than only instruction cookery 
and domestic medicines. Not a 
Tittle interesting and curious i 
formation about the every-day life 
of the Philippines may be gathered 
indirectly from its pages. What, 
for example, must be looked for 
and avoided in the market, is alone 
‘4 most illuminating commentary 
upon habits of now mercifally 
disappearing days. Here and thero 
‘also, the reader is made to realize 
that human nature varies but little 
in spite of latitude and longitude. 
For example, the statement that 
girls have a silly babit of going out 
in wet weather in thin shoes applies 
to many lands and nati 
As general rale the author errs, 
i€ atall, in over-minuteness of detail. 
But there are some instances of the 
opposite tendency. Thus on the 
subject of deportment in the ball 
room -she writes : ‘‘a lady must not 
refuse the invitation of one gentle- 
man and then accept that of another 
for the same dance.” We can 
imagine the perplexed pupil's re- 
joinder: “Bat what am 1 to do 
if I do not like the first ? 

Bat it is unfair slike to author 
and manual to dwell upon side 
issues which bave no connexion 
with the purpose of the work except! 
in the reader's imagination. Of 
other countries as well as the 
Philippines it might be said that as 
the home is the foundation of the 
nation, so good cookery and effective 
domestic management are the 
foundation of the home. By many 
people it has yot to be realized that 
“the most important thing to teach 
about the kitchen is cleanliness.” 
And throughout the hundred and 
seventy pages of this most compre- 
hensive little work, one purpose is 

kept in view, the same that 
inspires all departments of the work 
of America in the Philippines, the 
desire to bring the people to a new 
conception of manhood and the 
moral dignity of a self-respecting 
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with which the United 
States initiated its essay in the field of 
colonization was inevitably succeed- 
ed bya reaction of feeling in which 
no words were more distasteful to 
American heoring than the three 


thet we have quoted above. Be- 
tween these two extremes it was 
merely a question of time as to when 
the middle path would be found, 
and along that path the develop- 
ment, social and economic alike, of 

ilipinos is now advancing with 
Not the least note- 
worthy evidence of that progress is 
to be found in tho publications of the 
Education Bureau, and to these Mrs. 
Faller’s manual forms a valaable 
addition, in that there is no othor 
country in which woman exerts the 
power and influence that she does 
in the Philippines. The pri 
‘on which the work of education is 
based is summed up by the author 
in this advice, that if it be true that 
in order to make a gentleman we 
must begin with the grandfather, 
the best course for every parent is 
to bogia with himself or herself in 
infancy. In this manner the process 
may conceivably be cut down by a 
whole generation. 















THE TAKING OF 
TRIPOLI. 





In reviewing the 6 
first week of the war it is worth 
‘emphasizing that the one conclasive 
picoo of news has been the capture 
of Tripoli. From the very outset 
of the quarrel Tripoli hss been 
Italy's objective. That was clearly 
stated in the ultimatum addressed 
to the Porte twelve days ago, and 
it has been confirmed by every 
snbsequent telegram. Ciroumstan- 
tial as were the reports of the land- 
ing of an Italian force at Preveza, 
they were shown to be false on the 
solemn reassortion by Italy of hor 
determination to take no steps 
against Turkey in Europe. Even 
to-day the telegrams state that Ita- 
lian “men-of-war are withdrawn 
from Albanian waters, in spite of 
the ramour of Tarkish treachery, in 
order to avoid widening the sphere 
of action, Such other engagements 
as are reported, in the Red Sea for 
instance, are vague enough to call 
for confirmation, and in any case 
would be justified by Italy’s need 
to keep command of the sea. ‘These 
facts deserve to be emphasized, first, 
hecanse the smaller the field of ope- 
rations the better chance there is of 
their being quickly ended; secondly, 
for the evidence which they afford 
of Italy's moderation. No doubt it is 
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to her interest that the war should 
be kept within the most economical 
limits possible. But even allowing 
for business considerations, it be- 
comes increasingly difficult to un- 
derstand the chorus of disapproval 
that has been raised about her in 
the European Press. We may be 
quite sure that the Powers, whom she 
was careful to consult beforehand 
as to her projected action, were 
satisfied as to the justice of Italy’s 
claims in Tripoli or they would have 
testified their disapproval unmis- 
takeably. It was not a question of 
sentiment but of the serious danger, 
to European peace generally, of a 
war in any quarter: and against 
that danger the justice of Italy's 
case must be held to have prevailed. 

As was expected the capture of 
‘Tripoli p: a very simple affair, 
and would, som Yo. have boos 
effected with the least possible 
destruction of life and property. 
The artillery of the Turkish forts 
was quite unable to reach the 
Italian cruisers, and when the first 
Italian landing party arrived on 
shore a few dead bodies on the 
quay and the dismantled condition 
of the deserted forts were all, 
apparently, that spoke of the bom- 
bardment. It is difficult to believe: 
that the death roll was quite so 
insignificant as one private telegram, 

ats it. But on the evidence of 

jr. Alfred Tilger, the German 
Consul, no foreigners or foreign 
residences were touched. The| 
capture of the town of Tripoli, of 
course, is only a part of the Italian 
scheme which aims at the occupa- 
tion of the whole of the province 
and that of Cyrenaica adjoining it. 
‘Thus it was said that the bombard- 
ment of Derna and Benghazi was 
to have been begun on Thursday ; 
but there is no further news on thi 
point and it may be that the Italii 
are again waiting, as they did 
before Tripoli, in the hope that the 
‘Turks will accept the inevitable and 
surrender, The Italian expedi- 
tionary force which, in accordance 
with the elementary principles of 
war, bas been waiting fora way 
to be cleared for it by the fleet, 
would seem at last to be on the sea, 
but the strictness of the censorship 
prevents any trustworthy news 
from being obtainable. Meanwhile 
it is satisfactory to note that the: 
Arabsin Tripoli town havemade their 
submission, although this, indeed, 
they could scarcely help doing, with 
the choice of flight or of being cut 
to pieces as the only alternatives 
before them. The real point of in- 
torest lies in the future action of| 
the Turkish troops which are now 
in retreat to the interior. Whether 
they only entrench themselves or 











whether they succeed in rousing! 


the tribes of the hinterland against, 
the invad the work of the 
Italian expeditionary force is not 
likely to be any idle pastime. 

The hopes of the world will be 
concentrated in some less wearitg 
adjustment of Tarco-Italian dif- 
ferences. From every reasonable 
standpoint, the taking of Tripoli 
ought to have brought the end of 
the war appreciably nearer ; and to 
judge by the activity of the Powers’ 
representatives in Constantinople, 
there will be no lack of mediators 
to assist in bringing the combatants 
to an agreement. The terms on 
which Italy is prepared to make 
peace would appear to be generally 
known, namely the payment 
of an indemnity to Turkey 
and the establishment of a system 
comparable to that which exists in 
Egypt. Handsomer terms it would 
be hard to imagine, and common 
sense suggests that the sooner Tur- 
key accepts them the better. The 
weak point of the situation is the 
uncertainty that prevails regarding 
the attitade of the Committee of 
Union and Progress. A striking 
contrast is presented by the internal 
conditions of the belligerent coun- 
tries. In Italy, the anti-war 
riots virtually ceased on the 
day on which war was de- 

red, and from Church to 
ism the nation is at one in 
blessing the enterprise. In Tarkey, 
the Cabinet which Said Pasha has 
succeeded in forming, after im- 
mense difficulties, pleases neither 
Committee cor Moderates. It 
is to be regretted that the 
veteran statesman Kiamil Pasha 
remains outside the Government. 
His experience and — sagacity 
would have been invaluable. But 
while the Committee dictates the 
policy of the country, it is scarcely 
to be wondered at that he declines 
to serve; and the rumours of a 
boycott of Italian trade, actuated 
by the Committee at Salonika at 
least, suggest that this body 
continues to fulfil its destiny 9s the 
evil genius of Turkey which has 
already brought it under the dis- 
pleasure of Europe. A boycott, if 
persisted in, can lead to nothing but 
the seizure by the Italians of the 
‘Turkish Customs, according to the 
time-honoured method of quelling 
the recalcitrance of the ex-Sultan 
Abdul Hamid, with no benefit to 
Tarkey. To sum up, the issue 
between Italy and Turkey is one of 
control versus non-control of the 
sea; and while every telegram 
encourages belief in Italian fair- 
mindedness, Turkish popularity is 
not likely to be increased by 
obstinacy before an impasse which 
all Europe desires to seo at an 
end, 
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THE REVOLT IN 


PORTUGAL. 
Oct. 10. 
Amst the excitement and 


suspense of the international situa- 
tion in general, the monarchist 
revolt in Portugal has received 
comparatively little attention. It 
is early as yet to endeavour to 
predict what measure of success the 
revolutionaries are likely to attain, 
And if it’ is difficult to decide the 
question of might, it is scarcely 
casy to maintain the case of one side 
as against the other as regards right. 
For some ten months the provisional 
government which established itself 
upon the ruins of the monarchy 
busied itself, presumably, with its 
ambitious programme of “ progres- 
sive government and moral regenera- 
tion.” Then, on August 24, came 
the election of Dr, Manuel Arriaga 
as Constitutional President of the 
Republic, and, it was hoped, the 
inauguration of a new era in the 
history of Portugal. It is 
unnecessary to recount in de- 
tail the ‘causes which brought 
about the upheaval. A. succession 
of governments had violated the 
principle that the end of all govern- 
ment is the good of the governed, 
and Portugal, for many years past, 
like Diogenes of old, has been 
searching for an honest man. It 
remains to be seen what the latest 
discovery is worth. The new 
President is a man unconnected 
with any particular faction. His 
task is to bind together the forces 
of Republicanism, at present divided 
into moderates and extremists, into 
a government strong enough to face 
with success the many difficulties 
with which it will be confronted. 
Republicanism triumphed because 
it was the one form of government 
which had not been tried and found 
wanting by the test of public 
contentment and national prosperity. 
And it is by that test that tho bulk 
of the population, whose interest in 
politics has hitherto been passive 
and pessimistic, will estimate the 
value of the new order of things. 
That there is a considerable sec- 
tion of public opinion discontented 
with what has been done and 
emphatically in favour of a restora~ 
tion of the monarchy, the events of 
the past few weeks have made 
abundantly clear. It would be 
interesting, if unprofitable, 10 
speculate as to the personality and 
the motives of those who have orga- 
nized and financed the present effort 
on behalf of ex-King Manuel. The 
surprising thing is that under mod- 
ern conditions, when an established 
government might be supposed to 
have all the chances in its favour, 
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the attempt should have been 
thought worth making at all. The 
hope was probably inspired by the 
recollection of the absence of unani- 
mity displayed by the army and 
navy at the time of the original 
revolt, and by the encouraging 
signs that have since been manifested 
of popular dissatisfaction. The 
latest telegrams, however, state that 
the Republican troops are loyal and 
public opinion decidedly on their 
side, thus suggesting that the present 
Royalist campaign is in the nature 
of aforlorn hope. The effort is not 
without its romantic side, Two 
months ago a sensational telegram 
described the pursuit of an “un- 
known vessel” by a Portuguese 
man-of-war, which subsequently 
returned to port with her funnels 
riddled with shot. Then came the 
excitement in London over the 
unknown destination of two 
“mystery ships” which, when 
seized by the Customs officers, 
were found to be loaded with arms 
and ammunition. And now, ac- 
cording to the Spanish Press, the 
force which is endeavouring to 
reinstate a monarch on his ill-fated 
throne, is composed of “12,000 
men, with thirty Krapp guns.” 
With this force the Republican 
Government is said to believe that 
8,000 men are competent to deal, 
and between these two armies, 
insignificant enough as modern 
armies go, the immediate fate 
of Portugal will presumably be 
decided. 

Vinhaes and Braganza, with 
Vianna do Castello, all convenientl 
situated close to the Spanisi 
frontier, appear to be the bases of 
Royalist operations, Elsewhere, 
in Oporto and Lisbon, spasmodic 
efforts have been made, all Promptly 
suppressed by wholesale arrests and, 

robably, exemplary retribution. 
Tn the north it may be that Captain 
Conceiro and his followers may be 
able to:maintain, for some consider- 
able time, a harassing, though’ 
ineffective, guerilla warfare. In 
this connexion some definite state- 
ment of policy might be expected 
from Spain whence, it is clear, the 
operations have been engineered. 
To-day’s telegrams appear to 
preclude the possibility of anything 
approaching an advance in force 
upon Lisbon, for the Royalists have 
been defeated all along the line. 
And with their retreat across the 
frontier, the hope of effecting a 
coup d'état by means of armed 
force must, in all probability, be 
finally disappointed. In this effort, 
to revitalize a well-nigh lost cause 
the most pathetic figure is that of 
the ex-King himself. Called to the) 
throne in circumstances that might! 
well have shaken the nerve of a far

Tax announcement of the sudden 
activity of the Turkish military 
authorities in Salonika and Monastir, 
coupled with the despatch of troops 
to a point close to the Greck 
frontier, will occasion no small un 
easiness, generally. From the outset 
‘of the war, the possibility of = 
Turkish invasion of Thessaly was 
contemplated as a means of taking 
reprims. But the correct attitude 
of Greece and of the Balkan states, 
aided, we may believe, by Austro- 
Hungarian representations at Con- 
stantinople, appeared to put this 
danger out of court. Moreover, such 
conduct on Turkey’s part would 
accord very ill with her repudiation 
of any wish to follow “ the immoral 
example of other Powers.” Two 
explanations may be su, for 
thes change of front.

=/THE FIRE BRIGADE, 


Oct, 11. 
‘Two incidents have recently call- 
ed special attention to the Shanghai 
Fire Brigade, the decision of the 
Council to appoint a paid Chief, 
and the exceptionally destructive 
fire in the Foochow Road, Both in 
management and in practice, there- 
fore, those inclined to cavil have 
had their opportunity, Criticism is 
80 long as it is based on know- 
edge and tempered by diseration 
A brief sketch of the story of the 
Brigade may serve to increase the 
one and add to the other. ‘There are 
residents still with us who can 
verify the record from their own 
knowledge, which goes back farther 
than the ‘year 1864, when tho 
formation of a Brigade was first 
mooted. There had been private 
fireengines in Messrs. Jardine’s, 
Gibbs’, Dent’s and we believe one 
or two other hongs before this, but 
fires were not frequent until’ the 
presence of the ‘aipings in tho 
surrounding country had dri 
crowds of native refugees within 
settlement limita, Tt wns the burn 
ing of Miller’s Hotel in February, 
1864, which began the agitation for 
a fire company. In 1865, nothing 
having been done in the meantime, 
there was a big fire in the Maloo. 
Engines were brought up, but there 
was no water, except in the sewers, 
and to get at that the roads had to 
be broken up and the crown of the 
sewer knocked in, Yet Chinese 
houses were insured even in those 
circumstances, and the China Fire 
Company next year paid 

MMs, 50 per share as dividend. 
In May, 1866, the subject was 
being seriously considered, and June 
saw the first Company formed, the 
Hook and Ladder 1y with 
Mr. C. J. Ashley as its head. He 
had had experience in fire work in 
New York, and it may here be no- 
‘ted how very much the Brigade 
was indebted to Americans durin; 
its earliest years. ‘The fret Chief 
was Capt, John P. Roberts, an Amor- 
ican, father of Lady Hornby, Mrs 
G. J. Morrison, and Mrs. Jackson. 





assistant was the founder of 
the Dock Company, Mr. S. C. 
Farnham. We are doubtful as to 
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the nationality of Mr. H. A. Hol- 
comb, foreman of the first No. 1 
Company ; but some of his officers 
were certainly American. So was 
Mr. C. P. Blethen, foreman of No. 
2. The third Company, the Hook 
and Ladder, under Mr. ©. J. Ashley, 
has already been mentioned. The 
difficulties under which these men 
laboured may be imagined from 
what has already been told respect- 
ing the supply, or rather the non- 
supply of water. Their engines 
were the best that could be got at 
the time, but the best then would 
compare unfavourably with the 
worst now. In course of time the 
pond in the Cathedral Compound 
—since filled in—which, together 
with certain other private ponds, 
was largely depended on in case of 
need, was supplemented by a series 
of “fire-wells” made under the roads 
at various strategic points, where, 
we believe, they still remain. In 





course of time, too, other companies 
came into existence, the Mihho- 
loongs, the Kinleeyuen Co., the De- 
luge, the French Municipal Co., and 
the Victorias. It was in 1870, after 
the Tientsin massacre, that it was 
considered advisable for a portion of 
the Brigade to become armed, the 
“A Co. Mibholoong Rifles” being 
to this day a proof of the fact. For 
many years the combined Firemen 
and Volunteors gave the best ball 
of the season. Three of the officers 
in 1872 were still American. Dur- 
ing all the time that has passed 
‘since the formation of the Brigade 
there has been but one opinion of it 
in the Settlement, and indeed 
throughout the Far East. namely 
that there was no amateur brigade 
the world through which could beat 
it. At times circumstances were 
too much for its equipment and 
strength. Then the fire king 
reigned supreme for a space, as for 
example, on that memorable occa- 
sion in August, 1879, when nearly 
uw thousand houses were burnt in the 
French Settlement. The day itself, 
was fiercely hot, and several of the 
firemen suffered from sunstroke. On 
one or two occasions the Council has 
found it necessary to remind the 
Department that Budget appro- 
priations are not to be exceeded 
without good cause; but, as ge 
cause could always bo shown, there 
was little or no'sting in this ever 
mild disciplinary measure. 

We pass by the “reigns” of the 
intermediary chiefs, all good men 
and true, to glance at the present 
situation.

Bidwell will immediately acknow- 
ledge, if he has not already acknow- 
ledged, the wisdom of the Council’s 
action. It will relieve him of vast 
responsibility, of a responsibility 
which should never be placed on 
the shoulders of a man having 
private duties to perform. In a 
hundred different ways he will see, 
as any other practised foreman or 
fireman will see, the advantage of 
having a man in charge whose 
whole timo and attention will be 
devoted to the task of looking after 
things., It is there, rather than in 
improvements in tactics and prac- 
tice, that the paid chief will be so 
valuable. These facts, we believe, 
are generally admitted, but are 
obscured by the feeling that Mr. 
Bidwell has been treated somewhat 
bata a Tt may be remarked 
that wo have yet to learn the whole 
story of the Council’s action ; and 
until this is known, the whole story 
of the Brigade is certainly an 
argument against believing in an 
intentional slight on the Council’s 
part. Hasty criticism is notoriously 
apt, in Shanghai as in other places, 
to recoil upon the critic’s head. 
The further objection to the new 
chief, because he will be new 
and consequently ignorant of the 
tortuous geography of Shanghai, 
will be cured by time, even if it 
could be regarded, in any circum- 
stances, as a very serious argument. 
In short the appointment of a paid 
chief must be deemed as natural a 
development of the history of the 
Brigade as similar appointments in 
other branches of the public service, 
and one fully calculated to maintain 
the brilliant traditions of the past. 








THE 
MEETING OF THE 
TSZECHENYUAN.

Wrrniw the next few days the 
Tszechenynan, whose members are 
now assembling in Peking, 
have begun its second session. That 
the debates will be stormy, can 
bardly “be  dogbied. | The nine 
months which have elapsed since 
the National Assembly was pro- 
rogued have not improved matters 
from the popaler point of view. 
‘The Cabinet reveals itself more and 
moro plainly as nothing more than 
the Grand Council under a new 
name, a revelation that will surprise 








in the 8. V.C. immediately prior 
to the appointment of a paid Com 
mandant will be able to appreciate 


no one who follows the habitual 
transformation without reformation 
of Peking institutions ; and with 
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one or two exceptions, notably, it 
would appear, in connexion with 
the Army, the Manchu Princes bave 
done little to justify the tremendous 
preponderance which they retain in 
the nation’s affairs. The Govern- 
ment’s railway policy is denounced 
as connoting the perpetuation of 
oligarchic role and the stultifioation 
of constitutional development. 
Finally a new Budget has been 
prepared for discussion by the Tsze- 
chenynan, presumably under carefal 
restrictions, which, like its prede- 
cessor, reveals a deplorable deficit. 
Retrenchment in the expenditure of 
the Imperial Household has been 
anxiously canvassed. But while no 
one appears willing to risk his pro- 
spects in the only course by which 
retrenchment in this department 
could be effected, the desired econo- 
my is likely to remain as far off as 
ever. Meanwhile the appetite for 
borrowing increases with eating and 
‘an excellent opportunity is afforded 
for those who can enforce their own 
interpretation of loan agreements to 
lend dearly to China what they can 
obtain cheaply elsewhere. It is not 
wonderful that the popular party, 
with the shadow of constitutionalism 
dancing before its eyes, should pre- 
test against the many discrepan- 
cies between fancy and fact. 
Against this, the verbal profes- 
sions of those in power are not 
merely to be deemed unexceptional : 
they are overwhelming in their 
assurances of good time coming. 
Tn the current number of the 
“ Journal of the American Associa 
tion of Chins,” some prominence is 
given to Prince Ching’s reoont 
jeclaration of policy at a Cabinet 
m af ) 












Prince, “our conservative policy 
should be substituted by a pro- 
gressive one. Our country’s finance, 
interior affairs, education, industry, 
communication, judicature, military 
defence, dependency affairs, inter- 
national affairs and other matters, 
all demand reform, and none can 
be neglected.” Prince Ching then 
went on to explain that the sine qua 
non for such a task was money : 
and that in order to obtain 
China must embrace a policy, not 
of high tariffs and additional taxa- 
tion, * which only make the people 
poorer,” but of the development of 
her natural and unquestionably 
enormous resources. Side by side 
with the report is published i 
ing commentary from the pen of 
Mr. T. R. Jernigan. who believes, 
not merely that the Prince bas 
chosen this as the most dignified 
means of replying to the attacks 
that bave been made on him in the 
foreign and native Press, but that 
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the speech marks a new era in the 
life and mental outlook of the aged 
statesman. Referring to the sen- 
tences quoted above, Mr. Jernigan 
writes:—“It is not within my 
knowledge that any Promior of 
China bas ever before advised so 
radical a change of policy. . . Cer- 
tainly Prince Ching has at least put 
himself on record as favouring 2 
policy for his country that will 
place her moro in touch with the 
spirit and progress of the 
With the first part of this state- 
ment no one will disagree. It is 
when we begin to examine the 
sincerity of Prince Ching’s ntter- 
ance that misgivings begin to 
intrude. 

Unfortunately China, as perhaps 
apart of her Western yearnings, 
begins to look for deeds not words. 
If Prince Ching’s profession of faith 
is received doubtfally, the reason 
must be looked for in his many years 
of association with all that is most 
reactionary in the Empire, ond in 
the difficulty of believing wholly in 
an effectual repentance at the age 
of seventy-three. Meanwhile, there 
can be n0 question of the excellence 
of the policy advocated. Bat can 
it be realized ? The Tezechenyuan 
would doubtless reply in the affirma- 
tive, provided that tho substance 
and not the figment of constitutional 
power were granted to the nation. 
But without underrating the good 
intentions of this body, its opinions 
cannot in sucha matter be accepted 
at face value, Already is seen the 
very danger that was anticipated 
when the framework of a consti- 
tation was granted, 1 danger that 
might be summed up as the power 
to obstract without the right to 
construct. It may be said that the: 
fault for this rests with the Govern- 
ment. But it must be admitted 
that where the party which the 
Tszechayuan at least nominally 
represents has been brought into 
practical touch with affairs, its 
experiments have not been fraught 
with much success. On these 
grounds it is, that onlookers sup- 
port for the time being an oligar- 
chical system of administration, not 
to belittle the national party bat to 
confine it, until it is fitter to wield 
the power of fall responsibility, to 
the sphere for which it seems best 
uited. In western Governments, 
everyone is familiar with the part 
played by an efficient opposition; 
and it is merely to state facts, to 
ay that that is actually the role of 
the National Assembly. The mere 
fact that plenary powers are not 
yet granted to it, does not invalidate 
it for usefal work, so long as it! 
can distinguish betweon criticism 
and opposition for the sake of 
opposing. 























THE WUCHANG

Ovx Peking correspondent’s tele 
gram to-day places a different and 
far more serious complexion upon 
the events of the past two days at 
Wachang. Without the dramatic 
ment of the revolutionary plot 
which Viceroy Jui Cheng has 
unearthed, the position would have 
been grave enough in all conscience. 
But disaffection among troops can. 
after all, be defined and overcome. 
Seeds of discontent can ba uprooted 
and grievances redressed. Far 
otherwise is it with revolutionary 
propaganda, and the fact cannot be: 
concealed that the condition of 
popular feeling along the Yangtze 
might well alarm the best prepared. 
conan ‘The death roll in the 

zechuan rising is proof presump- 
tive that the ‘Fisorder there must| 
have spread far beyond the confines 
of a mere railway agitation, and 
there is reason to believe that the 
revolutionaries are finding a ready 
soil for the inculcation of their 
pernicious doctrines in many parts 
of China. The reason is plainly 
seen in general misgovernment and 
over-taxation. Nevertheless we use 
the word “ pernicious” advisedly. 
It will be the worst possible policy on 
the part of the genuine representa 
tives of the constitutional movement 
tocountenance in the slightest degree 
the doings of the apostles of bomb’ 
and dagger. More than this, it may 
be said that the truly patriotic will, 
at any rato for the time being, for- 
bear from harassing the Govern- 
ment on points of constitutional 

rinciple. Whatever view may be 
fold of the railway policy, that 
question sinks into insignificance 
compared with the prime necessity 
of maintaining law and order 
Without these, China can neve 
hope to solve the problems to which 
she has set her hand.

THE PRESS AND MISSIONS.

GREAT FIRE IN 
SHANGHAI. 


TREMENDOUS DAMAGE. 
























One of the largest fires known in 
Shanghai for » considerable time occar- 
red on Monday morning, and before it was 
extinguished it bad oonsumed sixty-two 
honses, and damaged eight more, besides

extent was it that at one time it threat- 
ened to reach the dimensions of a con- 
fisgration, and it was only after many 
hours’ work by the Brigade of the 
International Settlement, assisted by 
that of the French Concession, that it 
was extinguished. The damage which 





bas, for the time being rained the 
great Obinese thorooghfare of the 





Settlement, baving destroyed several of 
the most fashionable of the native re- 





corts. 
On Sunday night at balf-past two 
o'clock in the morning the fire bell 
went, bat even by this time the 
large three storeyed tes-bouse num- 
bered 121, 122 and 123 Foochow 
Road was wrapped in flames from top 
to bottom. Obviously the fire must! 
have broken ont some time previous- 
ly, for by the time the Fire Brigade! 
jas sommoned, the blaze was bigh in 
e aky, and the whole of the woodwork 
composing the front of the erection was 
crackling and burning. Some delay 
must have occurred in giving the alarm, 
‘and this delay was responsible for an 
enormous spread of the fismes. No 
time was to be lost, and under the able 
supervision of Mr. A. W. McPhail, 
Acting Chief Engineer, the firemen set 
to work. From every bydrant near at 
hand streams were played on the flames, 
the pressare being increased as th 
engines arrived on the scene. The ter 
house in which the outbreak had ocour- 
red was on the north side of Foochow 
Road, and at the time a stiff vorth- 
easterly breeze was blowing. Fanned 
by this the flames were hurried on to 
the adjoining baildiogs, and within 
vory short time they had spsoned the 
street and set the opposite side on fire. 
From the poiot of breaking out no pro- 
per fire-wall exists for over » handred 
yards going west, and in many cases 
the bonses ran above alleyways, 80 
that there was nothing to the 
firemen in checking the flames.

The 
motor escape was extended against the 
wall, aod s start was at once made 
with the work of lowering the ladders. 
‘The Chinese motorman was at the 
lever and the Second Acsistant 

Company at the lowering sppar- 
‘tos, when a tremendous electric shock 
was experienced. So strong was it that 
the motorman was flnng ont of bis seat, 
‘and the officer was hurled to the ground 
some distance away. Tho Departmental 
Engineer next approached the escape, 
bathe likewise received severe shock, 
‘and could do nothing. Some time 
previously a request had been made to 
the Electricity Department to bave the 
carrent ewitched off, but this bad not 
been done, and now at the top of the 
ascape, which was in contact with the 
electric wires, there was s regalar dis- 
play of pyrotecboics, A pair of rabber 
gloves were carried on the escape, and 
once more the motorman boardered the 




















His effort was fatile, for a second shock 
barled him to the ground, and he was 
tunable to secare them ; the flames from 
the baring building had now atteoked 
the woodwork of the ladders, and witbia 
1 few seconds they were in flames. 
Even at this stage the escape was 
practically beyond bope, for it was in 
the middie of two ragiog faroac 
iteclf was alight.

being the more volatile gas the prooess 
is next to boil it off. To do this, 
apparatos perfected by Prof. Linde, of 
the famous firm of Munich engineers, 
is used, and the liquid air passing 
through a eeries of copper coils, the 
nitrogen is boiled off. In the oonrse of 
time the oxygen also boils into gassous 
form again, and by thie time, as the 
nitrogen has been separated, it can now 
be conveyed to the reservoir where it is 
stored. Here it is at atmospheric 
pressure, but when wanted it is oom- 
pressed into the familiar steel oom- 
mercial oylinders at 120 atmospheres, 
or 1,800 Ib. to the square inch. By 
this means the parest form of oxygen is 
d, suitable not only for com- 
mercial purposes, bat likewise for use in 
colleges and hospitals. 

AUTOORNOUS WELDING. 

The use of oxygen for welding hes 
been coming into general use in Europe 
‘and Amerioa very extensively of late 
yeare, but bitherto engioeers in China 
‘and the Far East bave not been able to 
avail themselves of this prozess on 
acount of the impossibility of obtain 
ing a supply at a sufficiently low rate. 
Now, bowever, all this will be changed, 
‘sod they will be as well provided in this 
respect ss those at home, With the 
blow-pipe fed by oxygen and acetylene 
many articles can be made better and 
more chesply tbao hitherto, and it need 
only be mentioned tbat the drams to be 
prodaced from these works are to be an 
example. At present in works of ite 
own th ic Petroleum Oo, turns 
ont about 500 oil drome per month for 
its own consumption, and the seams 























































and ends are all welded together, 
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siving a degree of strength onknown 
where rivetting or other methods are 
employed. At present the oxygen ie 
manufactured by a chemical process, 
bat when these works are completed, the 
oxygen will be msde on eo much larger 
a scale, that it will be possible vastly to 
extend the field of operations and to 
take large orders for these drams. Some 
are of corrogated iroo, others plain. 
‘The plain ones are about one-sixteenth 
of an inch thick, and thanks to the 
process of welding stand an enormous 
amount of bad usage. 

Bat not alone in the manufactare of 
these drums is this combination of gases, 
producing, if heat of aboot. 
6,000°, used. The cylinders contain- 
ing the gases are portable, so that in 
shipbuilding and other engineering 

















works where repairs have to be done, 
such ae welding and soldering, they can 
be carried ont very simply through this 






the ease with which steel and iron 
bars and plates can be cut by means of 

jpecial form of blow-pipe used in con- 
jonotion with oxygen and acetylene, 
the oxygen being used at » higher pres- 
sore than in the welding. The bard- 
ness of the steel makes very little differ- 
‘ence to the rate of cutting, and armour 
plates as thick as thirteen inches have 
been successfally cut in a frection of 
the time taken by other methods. 

‘The use of oxygen in medical work 
must not be overlooked, and an impor 
ant point in connexion therewith 
absolute purity. To secure this the 
only process is by extraction from the

While the general crisis in the cotton 
trade is past, thanks to the abundant 
American crop, we ars on the eve of 
‘® crisis in the Chinese cotton trade, 
which can only be obviated by the success 
of the anti-sdulters ‘movement. 
American cotton is falling in value day 
by day, and even local millers bave 
found it to their advantage to purchase 
American cotton, which pays better than 
the Chinese adulterated cotton to use 
in the mille, Already some 30,000 
bales have been contracted for, and even 
Chinese mill-owners have put through 
contracts for several thousand bales 
during the past few days. Therefore, 
it is plain that gro 
brokers stand to lose if things are not 
improved. 

‘The growers and the brokers natur- 
ally do not expect to be consulted about 
any movement sgainst adulteration. 
All the four classes of buyers 
been consulted, and all except 
Chinese-owned mills bi heartily 

ited in this movement. "The 
Chinese mill-owners are labouring under 
misapprehension, and we are sare 
that, with a better understanding, there 
is no reason whatever why they should 
hold aloof. 

‘When the * Cotton Anti-Adaltera- 
tion Association” was started, the 
Committee was arranged in this wise : 
two members to represent the foreign- 
owned mills, two the Chinese-owned 
mills, three the Japanese cotton 
exporters and one the Enropean cotton 
‘exporters, The Chinese protested that 
they were not sufficiently represent- 
ed, and the Association was only too 
glad to give one more to the 
Chinese on the Committee, eo that the 
Committee may consist of three 
Enropeans, three Japanese and three 
Chinese. No more equitable arrange- 
ment conld have been devised ; but the 
Chinese bare been still delaying to 
co-operate with other members of the 
trade. 

There was rather a queer suggestion 
that the Chinese should have their own 
testing house as distinct from the 
foreign Testiog House, It needs only 
& moment's reflexion to prove that it is 
impracticable in the circumstances. 
Even were it possible, and the Chinese 
had all the facilities and knowledge and 
fonds necessary for testing, such » 
reduplication of expenditure would be a 
sheer waste. Our Chinese fellow- 
citizens should once for all understand 
that this is a sabject of importance to the

Agadir, Jaly 23. 

Agadir was founded in 1500 by 

noble Portoguess adventarer who bailt 





The King of Portugal after- 
wards appropriated the castle around 
mbich there soon sprang up & town 
called by the Portogaese Sante Craz 
de Agadir and by the Moors Azad 
the fortified place of the Cape. 
vr 1698 the Moroccans took Aged 
In 1572 Mulai Abd Allah enlarged the 











fortifications. Malai Ist till fur- 
ther strengthened them and every stone 
of the present fortifications seems to be 
Moorish, Apparently nothing of the 
old Portaguese fortress remains in the 
hilltop. In Fonti at the base of the 
bill, there are still, I believe, some 
vestiges of Portuguese masonry, but 
these will soon be emept away, once the 
port is opened. 

At the ood of the sixteenth century, 
Agadir was an important commercial 
centre. Arab caravans from the Sos aod 
Sadancse from the Sadan brought their 
mercbandise hither for exportation to 
Enrope. Hence the name Bab-el- 
Sadan," gate of the Sudan,” by which 
the town was also koown about this 
time. 








PRIDE URFORE A FALL.

Once 
fondness for liquor is set up, there is

physiological in character that wise men 
as well as fools sre canght—saints as 
well assinners. ‘The same line of reason- 
ing shows the folly of a “model saloon.”

When the thing closed 
down the bar-keeper was asked why it 
didn't succeed. Ho replied that rom 
and religion woo't He was right. 
He had been handing ont pestilence, 
prairie fire, and they manifested them- 
selves after their own order.

“Three years ago an experiment 
that was very conclasive was made in 
the United States, They set to work 
twenty men who drank nothing but 
‘water and twenty that drank wine, beer 
and brandy. At the end of twenty days 
the work done was measured, The 
workmen who drank strong liquors did 
the best for the first six days; then 
there was «kind of period of resotio 
finally the water drinkers did at least 
‘three times work of their rivals, 
The experiment was verified by exchang- 
ing the roles, The water drinkers were 
made to adopt the alcoholic regimen for 
twenty days, and the wine drinkers were 
pat on clear water. This time, too, the 
‘water consaming workmen ended by 
doing s quantity of work notably 
superior to that of the wine-drinkers. 
The conclusion naturally follows. For 
prolong effort the nse of alcohol diminishes 
the muscular power; in otber words, 
the human machine fed with water gives 
ont more energy than aloohol.’

A petition was sobmitted the other 
day to the Shanghai Tao:ai by the post 
offices, owned and worked by the natives 
privately from time immemorial, and 
not pr hibited cince the advent of the 
Imperial Chinese Post Service. The 
petition is to the effect that on Septem-

1911." The petitioners, doing business,

ment of the Imperial Post in 1897 bas 
been inaugarated for the purpose of re- 
covering the rights and profits of the 
Ewpire, Bat by the special grace of the 
former reign, before grantiog the in- 
angaration of sach a service by the State, 
sn Edict to the Yachuanpn and other 
as issued instractiog them to investi- 
gate and report whether the interests 
fof the private post offices would be 
prejadiced. They reported thet 
“euch offices shall be permitted to 
continue their business, so that the living 
of the small people shall be left un- 
impaired.” 

Over ten years have elapsed, during 
mbich the roles and regulations of the 
Imperial Post have undergone many 
revisions and alterations. At first, 
portage for covers sent by the petitioners 
were fixed at ten cents (Mexican) per 
pound weight. In 1900, it was to be 
inccoased to sixty-foar cents, We 
obliged to suspend business in pro 
and as a result of « petit 
the then Viceroy 5 
Lv, (Chaan-ling) we were permitted to 
pay temporarily onr old rate of ten cents 
per pound weight. Sobsequently, we 
were ordered to pay thirty-two cents 
per pound, In March 1902, apon onr 
laying bare our traly pitifal condition 
before the bigh authorities, we w 
sgracted free postage on the anderstand- 
ing that we conid be asefal in the 
exievsion of the Imperial Post Service. 
Bot in 1905, again the rate of sixty- 
for coote was enforced upon w 
comparing this with ten conte it waa a 
more-than-five-times increase, As 
several thousand private post offices 
with several tens of thousands of em-

large increase,

GENERAL SUMMARY.

Lato telegrams last night 
added that they hold the native 
city of Hankow and the railway 
station. In circles, whose view is uscally 
held to be of mach value, the fear is 
expressed that the risiog may be bighly 
contagions among all the soldiers in the 
Yangtze Valley, that it may even 
spread to Nanking, and that it will 
stiffen the backs of the revolationaries 
in Szechuan. if it has not a groater 
ipflaence on the situation there. 
INSIDE WUCHANG. 

The Japanese Consul-General bas 
kindly farnisbed us with the following 
telegram, which, despatched on Wed- 
nesday night, was received in Shanghai 
yesterday morning 

All Japanese, excepting three, who 
were living within the city walls of Wu- 
chang arrived here safely this afternoon. 

Although onteide the walls is eafe, 
Japanece reeidents living there are ex- 
pected to cross the river without delay. 
According to » Japanese refogee, the 
matineers’ strength is said to consist of 
two regiments of Infantry, one battery 
of artillery and one battalion of Bog 
ineere, while the Government had only 
one regiment of cavalry. The muti- 
neers baviog occupied the munition 
stores, they were in abundant posreesion 
of arms and ammanitions, and the whole 
city within the walls fell on Wednesdsy 
morning into the hand of the rioters, 
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placed batteries on the bills and 
bombarded, daring Wedoeedsy mo: 
the Viceroy’s yaméo, and in the after- 
noon directed fire principally upon the 
yamén of the Provincial Tressuver. 
"The cause of the present outbreak 
is regarded as» movement sgainst 
io that the yaméa of the 

qT defended 
by Manobu soldiers only. No harm was 
inflicted upon the life and property of 
the popolace and. foreigners. The 
bels tried without effect to captare the 
Government Mint, Their action was 
very orderly then, bat it was feared 
that they will break into demoralizs- 
tion, Continuous firing was going on, 
‘and was very dangerous, 

ITHE ONNERAL Save. 

Later in the morning = second tele-

Rebel 
crossed river, acting civilly to foreigners. 
Native banks refuse to pay ont money. 
Firing continues at Wachang. ”

FOREIGNERS’ SITUA- 
TION. 


Meanwhile, the safety of foreign 
property seems to be assured, for 
in a message which came to the 
American Charch Mission yesterday 
morning, this was emphasized.
